Washington — The brilliant, 
biting style of examination of 
witnesses that made Hugo Black, 
the senator, famous and feared, 
probably will find little outlet in 
the Supreme Court. 
Even before the Klan issue 
arose, veteran hands around the 
court predicted that the elder 
justices would make short work 
of any efforts by the vigorous 
ex-senator to tangle attorney s 
in their own tales. 
Black was relentless in exam­ 
ining recalcitrant witnesess be­ 
fore senate committees. Corpor­ 
ation executives who had sur­ 
vived hours of cross-examin­ 
ation in court with superb calm 
were reduced to wild-eyed be­ 
wilderment under the fire of Sen­ 
ator Black and his colleagues on 
the lobby investigating commit­ 
tee. 
In court, witnesses are pro­ 
tected by their counsel and by 
certain rules of decorum. But in 
a senate committee all bars are 
down and the witness is at the 
mercy of senators who act as 
judge, prosecuting attorney and 
jury . They make their own rules 
of procedure as they go and show 
little mercy when in pursuit of 
evidehce to support the legisla­ 
tion for which they are drum­ 
ming. 


His Sty le Cramped 
It was in that field, and in his 
earlier 
experience 
as 
police, 
judge and prosecuting attorney , 
that Black learned the art that 
made him the most savage ex­ 
aminer since the late Senator 
Walsh of Montana, who con­ 
ducted the Teapot Dome invest­ 
igation. 
Yet when the justice begins 
his work on the court, his field 
for examination will be hemmed 
in on a dozen fronts. First off, 
he won’t be examining witnessr 
es. He will be examining skilled 
attorney s. He will not be search­ 
ing witnesses for facts, but will 
be questioning attorney s about 


points of law. For In the Su­ 
preme Court there is little dig­ 
ging out of bare facts. Facts of 
the case all must have been de­ 
termined in the lower courts. The 
Supreme Court, saveln rare in­ 
stances, deals only with how the 
law applies to the facts. 
It is true that attorney s are 
occasionally subjected tp gruel* 
ling examination by members of 
the court. But often a member of 
the court will come to the rescue 
of an attorney being picked to 
bits by another member. 


Co urt Discipline 
Justice Brandeis delights in 
pulling 
beleaguered 
attorney s 
out of the claws of some of the 
conservative members of the 
court. If he feels that an attor­ 
ney is being led into an unfair 
position through questioning by 
one of the justices, he will say 
unhesitatingly : 
“If I were counsel, I should 
not answer that question.” 
Again, a justice may baffle 
an attorney with a demand for 
a citation of cases to support 
some 
obscure 
point. 
Justices 
Stone, Butler and others, liber­ 
als and conservatives alike, may 
cut in to suggest: 
“Does the attorney recall the 
case of Anderson vs. The United 
States in which it was held—so 
and so.” 
Or one justice may take a more 
direct course by shooting the 
answer straight back at the jus­ 
tice who asked the question. 
Now Black comes to the court 
skilled as an examiner after 
facts. But even his best friends 
would not say he is so quick on 
the trigger in law as his veteran 
colleagues. And court observers 
suspect th e elderly justices will 
be laying for him if he seems to 
get out of bounds.

M arket Street — commonly 
known as “The Slot”—brou g ht 
pedestrian sig nals into being . 
I t’s the city ’s 
widest, 
bu siest 
thorou g hfare, has fou r line of 
bu sy street car tracks down the 
center. 
Side streets enter M arket a t 
rig ht ang les and a t acu te ang les, 
creating nu m erou s “fiv e points.” 
At m any intersections a street 
car condu ctor m u st call not one 
street nam e bu t three. C ertain 
dead ends force traffic into a 
left tu rn, fu rther confu sing the 
pedestrian. From Nob and Ru s­ 
sian hills cable cars descend to 
the v ery edg e of the M arket 
street pedestrian lanes. 
There 
they ru n onto tu rntables in the 
middle of the street and this 
creates another pedestrian haz­ 
ard. 
To ov ercome these difficu lties, 
pedestrian sig nals were installed 
along M arket street in 1926. The 
sig nals are separate standards 
bearing red and g reen lig hts 
and rising only to ey e 
lev el. 
W hen the hig her sig nal reads 
“g o” the pedestrian sig nal reads 
“stop,” and v ice v ersa. 
Observ ance of pedestrian sig ­ 
nals is requ ired by city ordi­ 
nance. 
The M arket street pedestrian 
lane is sometimes 50 to 100 feet 
from the au to traffic sig nal and 
it is in su ch cases th a t pedes­ 
trian sig nal is especially v alu ­ 
able.

head of the tru e g ov ernm ent of 
Spain. 
Reports from Sicily indicated 
another detachm ent of Fascist 
v olu nteers had left for Spain to 
aid Franco. This, cou pled with 
the departu re of the crack bomb­ 
ing squ adron inclu ding II Du ce’s 
own son, was taken by diplo­ 
m atic circles to m ean one of 
two thing s; 
1. Mu ssolini has determ ined to 
make a big effort to settle the 
Spanish civ il war in fav or of the 
insu rg ents before w inter sets in; 
2. He has sent in more m en 
in order to be in a better b ar­ 
g aining position w ith Eng land 
and France if he finds it ex pedi­ 
ent to neg otiate w ithdraw al of 
v olu nteers. 
II Du ce has u nder considera­ 
tion a diplom atically -worded An­ 
g lo-French note v irtu ally de­ 
m anding a conference to end 
v olu nteer aid to both Spanish 
factions u nder th re a t of hav ing 
the French frontier opened to 
arm s and m u nitions for the Va­ 
lencia g ov ernm ent. 
Fascist circles in Rome heard 
reports of a larg e scale offen­ 
siv e to be u nleashed by Franco 
Oct. 18, an offensiv e th a t wou ld 
be m easu rably streng thened by 
the new Italian aid. 
Mu ssolini was learned to hav e 
sent 20-y ear-old Bru no to the 
Spanish civ il war w ith his bless­ 
ing . Bru no g enerally is pointed 
ou t as one of the forem ost ex ­ 
ponents of his fath er’s motto, 
“Liv e Dang erou sly .” 
In connection with a recent 
ex ploit of B ru no’s, II Du ce de­ 
clared: 
“Bru no is an idealist and I let 
him do as he wants. In fact, I 
approv e of it.” 
The crack Italian squ adron is 
u nderstood to hav e been sta ­ 
tioned a t a fly ing field near Se­ 
v ille, Spain, which bring s them 
w ithin easy bombing rang e of 
both M adrid and Valencia. 
The Sav oia M archetti 7 9-ty pe 
bombers are claimed by the Ita l­ 
ians to be perhaps the fastest in 
all Eu rope. They hav e a cru is­ 
ing radiu s of 6 25 miles and make 
nearly 300 miles per hou r w ith a 
load of two tons of bombs.

TERMITES HAVE BECOME 


»STATE-WIDE PROBLEM; 


BULLETIN GIVES CONTROL 


Because o f increasing interest 
in the termite pro blem by city 
and co untry ho me o wners, as ev­ 
idenced by the large number o f 
inquiries received, the Agricul­ 
tural Ex tensio n department o f 
Purdue University recently issued 
an illustrated bulletin dealing 
with the preventio n and co ntro l 
o f termites under Indiana co ndi­ 
tio ns. 
The autho r o f the bulletin, J. 
J. Davis, head o f the Purdue 
Ento mo lo gy 
department, 
ex ­ 
plains that preventio n o f the 
termite is po ssible by pro per co n­ 
structio n and is the ultimate so ­ 
lutio n to the termite menace. 
Therefo re, architects and build­ 
ers, as well as tho se co ntemplat­ 
ing building o r remo deling, will 
be particularly interested in the 
suggestio ns o n metho ds o f co n­ 
structio n to prevent termite in­ 
festatio ns, which are included in 
the bulletin. The publicatio n al­ 
so ex plains ho w to detect termite 
infestatio ns, ho w to distinguish 
between termites and true ants, 
and pro per pro cedure fo r treat­ 
ing buildings already infested.

Indiana, the percentage o f wheat 
stems infested after harvest was 
16 per hundred in no rthwestern 
Indiana, 18 per cent in so uth­ 
western Indiana and 19 per cent 
in so utheastern Indiana, in co m­ 
pariso n to six per cent fo r o ther 
parts o f the state. 
The safe so wing dates fo r In­ 
diana acco rding to Davis range 
fro m Sept. 22 in the no rthern tier 
o f co unties to Oct. 9 in the ex ­ 
treme so uthern end o f the state, 
and these dates sho uld be ad­ 
hered to strictly , particularly in 
the so uthern half o f Indiana, 
so wings to be made as so o n after 
the fly -free date as po ssible. 
The dates reco mmended are' 
based o n hundreds o f so wings 
made in ‘different parts o f the 
state during the last 15 y ears and 
co nsistently sho w that whether 
fly was present o r no t, the so w­ 
ings made o n o r within two 
weeks after the safe dates aver­ 
aged a bushel per acre higher in 
y ield than the so wings made 
during the two weeks befo re the 
safe date. In y ears o f fly abun­ 
dance the gain in pro ductio n 
when so wed after the fly -free 
date was appreciably mo re. 
Present co nditio ns definitely 
warrant urging gro wers to ado pt 
all practices to reduce fly abun­ 
dance 
and 
destructiveness, 
which include go o d seed bed, 
go o d seed, pro per and adequate 
fertility , plo wing under o f all o ld 
whea!; stubble where practicable, 
surface cultivatio n 
to destro y 
vo lunteer wheat, and last and 
mo st impo rtant, o bservance o f 
the safe-so wing dates so that 
the wheat has a go o d chance o f 
escaping fall infestatio n.

the practices used o n farms 
who se o wners are co -o perating 
with the So il Co nservatio n Serv­ 
ice, acco rding to M. O. Pence o f 
Purdue University , who is a 
member o f the State co mmittee 
o n So il Co nservatio n. 
The practice is being empha­ 
sized 
especially 
no w, 
Pence 
states, so that farmers will plant 
co ver cro ps this fall.y All slo p­ 
ing fields, which wo uld o rdin­ 
arily be witho ut vegetative co ver 
during the winter mo nths, sho uld 
be planted to a co ver cro p, and 
especially do es co rn land, to be 
fo llo wed by co rn, so y beans, o r 
o ther cultivated cro ps, need this 
kind o f pro tectio n against so il 
ero sio n. 
Planting available small grains 
gro wn o n the farm, such as 
wheat, ry e, winter o ats, o r win­ 
ter barley , will help held do wn 
the co st o f this practice to a 
minimum, Pence suggests. Few 
legumes can be reco mmended 
fo r this purpo se by the Purdue 
Agricultural Ex periment Statio n, 
but winter vetch seeded with ry e 
may be used to a limited ex tent 
in the no rthern third o f the 
state. This legume sho uld be 
seeded as so o n as po ssible in o r­ 
der to make a go o d gro wth be­ 
fo re winter. Winter vetch sho uld 
be iifo culated with a reliable 
culture befo re seeding. 
Winter o ats o r winter barley 
are no t reco mmended ex cept in 
the so uthern third o f the state. 
Of these two cro ps barley is the 
mo re'hardy , and is surer to sur­ 
vive the winter and hence be 
present to ho ld the so il in place 
during late winter and early 
spring.

Parasite Is Found In Many 
Clover And Alfalfa Fields

Nu merou s qu estion s are bein g 
asked by farmers of all parts of 
In dian a regardin g a small, y el­ 
low colored vin e that is fou n d 
in clover, alfalfa, an d lespedeza 
fields. This weed is dodder, a 
parasite that lives on other 
plan ts. 
The life history of the dodder 
plan t is ex tremely in terestin g 
an d readily ex plain s why it is a 
seriou s weed. The seed, after 
germin ation , forms a tin y , leaf­ 
less, twistin g plan t. As it twists, 
it comes in con tact with an al­ 
falfa or clover plan t an d sen ds 
little ten drils in to the stems of 
the host throu gh which the dod­ 
der feeds. The dodder plan t does 
n ot form roots an d for that rea­ 
son the plan t is in depen den t of 
the soil aside from the con tact 
throu gh the stems of the host 
plan t to which it is attached. 
As the alfalfa, clover or lespe­ 
deza matu res, the dodder ma­ 
tu res with it, su ckin g n ou rish­ 
men t to su ch an ex ten t that the 
host plan t frequ en tly dies or at 
least is seriou sly stu n ted. If the 
host 
plan t 
dies 
the 
dodder 
spreads to n earby plan ts an d 
su rvives, thu s formin g a gradu ­ 
ally widen in g circle of in festa­ 
tion . 
When these y ellowish patches 
of dodder make their appearan ce 
in the field, they shou ld be de­ 
stroy ed before the dodder seed 
is matu red. Oil or straw shou ld 
be sprin kled on the in fested area 
an d bu rn ed. Care shou ld be tak­ 
en to bu rn over the en tire area 
so as to bu rn all dodder an d 
clover or alfalfa stu bble close to 
the grou n d. It may be n ecessary 
to make a carefu l su rvey of the 
field an d to go throu gh several 


times in order to fin d all the 
patches of dodder. 
In rare cases an en tire field 
may be completely smothered 
with dodder. When su ch a con ­ 
dition ex ists the field may be 
pastu red. It will be n ecessary to 
pastu re close to su bdu e the dod­ 
der an d keep the plan ts from 
produ cin g seed an d rein festin g 
the field. Dodder seeds have a 
habit of ly in g dorman t in the 
soil for a n u mber of y ears, re­ 
main in g a con stan t men ace to 
fu tu re crops of clover, alfalfa 
an d lespedeza. 
When dodder 
seeds have been allowed to form 


over ex ten ded areas, it is best 
to elimin ate the host crops from 
the field for at least three or 
fou r y ears. The area shou ld be 
plowed an d su ch dodder-immu n e 
crops as com, oats, wheat an d 
soy bean s shou ld be grown in the 
mean time.
